RALPH SMITH. 

Announcement of the death of tho 
Honorable Halph Smith. Minister of 
Finance, will bo received with the 
deepent regret not only In thla prov¬ 
ince, but throughout the whole Do¬ 
minion. Tho end came with shocking 
suddenness, terminating a brief Ulneae 
which for tho moat part waa not re¬ 
garded ua serious. Scarcely more than 
a week ago ho waa applying himself 
whole-heartedly to the duties of hie 
Important office, planning with tun 
coileaguea the work of the session 
about to be opened and contemplating 
measures calculated to establish the 
finances of the province upon a sound 
basis. U was not until a derided 
change for the worse within the last 
two or three days disclosed to hta 
numerous friends the fact that this 
stalwart veteran of many hard-fought 
campaigns was engaged in tho sternest 
fight of, all his career. Tho melan¬ 
choly decision of that unequal contest 
at tho outset of what wopld have been 
a record of valued netvices in the pub¬ 
lic Interest has Inflicted a severe loss 
upon the province. 

For more than twenty years Mr. 
Smith was a prominent figure Ih tho 
public life of this country, first as 
an effective provincial legislator, and 
then for eleven year* as a member of 
the Canadian parliament. In the wider 
field of national affairs hla ability ami 
grasp early gained for him a position 
In the front ranks of Canada's public 
men. Few member* of the House; of 
Commons were more widely known and 
r*#p*ctqd throughout the country. In¬ 
deed. hla name was more familiar to 
many localities than the names of some 
of the ministers of QB • Town. This 
waa due largely to the deep Interest 
he always took in the economic 
problems, of the country, especially 
In their relation to tabor, an In¬ 
terest which developed early In life in 
England and retained Its place con¬ 
sistently to tho end. He was a skilful 
parliamentarian, a resourceful debater, 
and, particularly when he was dealing 
with his favorite subject, his views, rea¬ 
sonably, clearly and earnestly express¬ 
ed. never failed to gain the roapectful 
attention and consideration of his fel¬ 
low members without regard to party. 
He stood highly in the confidence of Hlr 
Wilfrid Lauder and his colleagues, and 
It la not too much to say that during 
his long service at the national capital 
there was not a measure relating to 
labor and kindred problems In (ho 
preparation of which he did not play 
an Important part. 

As a political campaigner Mr. Smith 
had a national reputation. On the 
hustings he was a faithful representa¬ 
tive of that sturdy North Country 
•Chool which has contributed, so many 
outstanding warrior* to the political 
arena of the United Kingdom. He 
fought, like the true Briton he was. 
straight from the shoulder, and with¬ 
stood the countsr-strokes of his oppo¬ 
nents in the same courageoue way. To 
us be never appeared mors typical of 
the stock from which ho sprang than In 
the middle of a hard-fought political 
campaign; in this ho •iws.va engaged 


his energies and aktll In a manner 
which never failed to inspire the con¬ 
fidence of his supporters and win 
the admiration or hla opponents. 
Ho was Inherently radical in hla 
vlswa, but. was not an extremist. He 
was quick to appreciate the modifica¬ 
tions Imposed by local conditions upon 
the practical application of the theories 
ho had acquired In England; and 
through hla partyism there always ran 
a vein of Independence—also charac¬ 
teristic of his race—which sometimes 
Aanifested itself In outspoken criti¬ 
cism of hpi political friends in respect 
of matters In which he found himself 
In disagreement with them. 

In private life Mr. 8mlth waa de¬ 
servedly popular on all aides. His 
many amiable qualities, his breadth of 
view, his sterling honesty, his kindly 
hospitality, his keen sense of humor 
and hla never-failing Interest In 
worthy -public movements of all 
kinds, won him a host of friends Ir¬ 
respective of political differences, 
whom the news of hla death has filled 
with poignant sorrow. Their sympathy 
beyond measure goes out to Mrs. 
Smith and the family in the hour of 
their bereavement, with 1 especial 
thought to the gallant son who at this 
moment live suffering from wounds 
sustained In fighting for the country 
his father served so well.

THE PRESIDENTS ACTION.

Our valued contributor. Mr. Free¬ 
man. In a letter printed In the Times 
to-day ex pi esses disappointment In 
falling to And In this paper any com¬ 
mendation of President Wilson's “/Inal 
and heroic act of severing relations 
with Oernmny.” Our correspondent 
unintentionally does us an Injustice. 
When the president severed relations 
between the United States and Ger¬ 
many the Times, In common with prob¬ 
ably every other newspaper throughout 
the empire, commended the step as a de¬ 
velopment of tho utmost moral signifi¬ 
cance, second In this respect only to 
Great Britain’s Intervention In tho war 
fofttwing the violation of Belgium's 
neutrality. We welcomed H as the 
conclusive fVrdtct of a Jury which for 
more than two years had striven to *>•■ 
strictly lrnpnrtl.il. a Verdict that 
'•mnded Germany as the outlaw nation 
of the world. 

We would remind our correspondent 
that th«v Canadian government has had 
to prohibit the admission of many pub¬ 
lications originating south of the boun¬ 
dary line because of tho grossly of- 
fenshe references to the allies con¬ 
tained tn them and that not a little 
hostility to our cause has been aired 
In Congress. But It was not because 
of these.- which we believe to be tho 
exception ruther than the rule. 
urn expressions of the senti¬ 
ment In the great republic, that 
■adverse crlt1<l**jn of A; 
policy has appeared In the Cana¬ 
dian press from time to time. It was 
bcciuse certain aspects of that policy 
as manifested In the president’s-atti¬ 
tude have been. In effect though un¬ 
questionably not in Intention, detri¬ 
mental to the cause for which this em¬ 
pire and Its allies are making such ex¬ 
traordinary sacrifices of blood and 
treasure. The pea^e note and address 
and ^he terms In which they were 
touched, might have done us Irrepar¬ 
able harm thseugh the creation of un¬ 
easiness. distrust and faction among 
the allies, were It not for the prompt 
rejoinder of the various governments 
and the equally vigorous attitude of 
the entente press. 

The powers forming the entente 
group appreciate tho Importance of 
President Wll«on'» act i o n In severing 
relations with Germany, because It re¬ 
flects the official American recognition 
of the Issues Involved tn this terrible 
conflict; it Is a concession to the truth 
.•nd Justice of their cnso In tho war; It 
shows that the United -States at last 
understands that when Germany drew 
the sword she challenged the freedom 
of the whole world. The Impatience of 
fhe entente countries over the Wilson 
attitude up to that time was due tn 
their InoMHtv to c om p rehend why that 
conception of the conflict did not mani¬ 
fest Itself sooner; they who were send¬ 
ing Ihclr sons to die by hundreds of ! 
thousands for the cause of humanity, 
freedom and Justice, could not appre¬ 
ciate an attitude which compromised 
between the right and wrong of 
the struggle and which recognised 
no distinction between the alms 
for which the two jgere lighting. Never 
to thetr minds was the way to duty 
lighted by so glaring a record. 

Our article on Saturday waa not a 
criticism of President Wilson’s policy 
In regard to American shipping. ft 
was merely a statement of the altua-., 
tlon created by the government’s fail¬ 
ure to advise American ship-owner* 
as to. the course they ought to.pursu* 
and as to what It would do to protect 
them. That 'Is a matter of domestic 
concern which, w« concede. la 
the affair of nobody outside 
the United States, although there 
It has been the subject of very 
strong criticism. Finally it might per¬ 
tinently be pointed out that while the 
whole civilised world appreciates the 
value of President Wilson’s action In 


severing relations with Germany, wa 
must not overlook the fact that the j 
action was officially based upon the 
threat to American live* and property 
following a long series of violations of 
botli. and not upon the In¬ 

terests and welfare of ' humanity 
at large. Undoubtedly W 

United Slates goes to war It will em¬ 
brace all the underlying principles in 
the cause for.which millions of the 
flower of the allies’ manhood have laid 
dowq their lives, but It has not done 
so yet. 

MORE PROQREbo AT KUT. 

The Turks are not yet beleaguered 
In Kut-el-Ainara notwithstanding the 
marked pmgroos msdo by General 
Maude’s army on the -right bank of. 
the Tigris. The official communication 
from London to-day which describes, 
the enemy as “hemmed In” does not 
mean that he has been beleaguered In 
the town. What has happened appar¬ 
ently is this: West of Kut the river 
makes a decided bend and the opera¬ 
tions of tho British forces In that 
vicinity have driven the Turks into 
It with their boros to the Tigris, the 
British lino being driven dear across 
the opening. Obviously the only raglttB 
of escape for these forces is across the 
river, but British artillery has destroy¬ 
ed the bridges and to escape the enemy 
must swim uuder heavy fire, a very 
dangerous ex periment. To Invent Kut- 
el-Amara «-ompletcly the British muet 
cross to the left bank west of the t own. 
which probably will follow the destruc¬ 
tion or capture of the forces now 
cornered In the bend. We are entitled 
to look for some Interesting develop¬ 
ments In that quarter within the next 
few weeks. 

In th. hey-day of* m, young (man¬ 
hood linn. Ralph Smith waa on. of Ih. 
roost powerful and convincing debaters 
on the floor of th* legislature of 
British Columbia. His ripe experience 
and wise counsel would have been of 
inestimable service Ho Mr. Brewster 
and hla government in the difficult task 
that has been delivered into their 
hands by the people of British Colum¬ 
bia and he would have been a tower of 
Strength to them In the House. His 
death will prove a severe blow to hi* 
colleagues. 

The net result of the Nalhmal Ser¬ 
vice referendum appear* to be a re¬ 
commendation from the chalrma^.of 
the commission that another league to 
discuss things be established in Can- 
0410.

They sympathise with Great 
Britain and France In thoir struggle 
for the right A* “blood Is thicker thajh 
water," tl»ey sympathise with tho^ 
British brethren in their strugglu for 
the molntainance of the great doc¬ 
trine of a world, democracy. They be¬ 
ll err, we believe, that the preservation 
of human liberty, nay tho preservation 
of humanity, depends largely on th* 
success of the allies. The most power¬ 
ful exponents of this doctrine are the 
United Stales and Great Britain. Can¬ 
ada Is the most powerful factor in the 
British empire; the United Mtatcs the 
most powerful factor In the western 
world. The United Slates w ith Its eighty 
million* of free Americans, and Can¬ 
ada with its ten million* of free Cnn-
